Preserving Tomatoes 
In the Form of Paste 


Canned tomatoes form a very impor 
tant part of the diet of the ordinary 
family. 
The canned product consists 
of about 95 per cent water. 
Because 
of the scarcity and high price of tin, 
cans and jars this season it will be 
readily seen how much space is wasted 
by canning tomatoes in their natural 
state. 
They may be concentrated tc 
about one-eighth or one-tenth the orig­ 
inal volume, aud the concentrated prod 
uct will contain all of the food value 
and all of the flavor and color of the 
fresh 
tomatoes. 
The 
concentrated 
product is called tomato paste or Ital 
ian conserve. The following method ot 
manufacture as recommended by the 
University of California is applicable 
to household conditions and results in 
a product containing all of the value 
of the fresh vegetable: 
Boil the tomatoes until tender. Crush 
thoroughly and pass through a fine 
sieve or screen to take out the skins 
and woody portions of the pulp. Place 
the strained pulp and juice in a shal 
low pan and boil down over a slow' fire 
to a thick consistency. Do not boil un­ 
til it begins to scorch. 
Boil down as 
far as possible without scorching. 
Then place a pan at the back of the 
stove, where the heat is not sufficient 
to cause the paste to stick to the bot­ 
tom of the pan and scorch. 
Allow it 
to evaporate under these conditions 
very slowly until it becomes very thick 
and pasty—that is, until It reaches 
about the consistency of peanut butter. 
It should then be packed into scalded 
jars hot The jars should be sterilized 
in a wash boiler steriliser for one hour. 
The jars should then be sealed.

ilar purposes

sterilized. 
It is not an easy matter 
to sterilize glassware. Soda foun­ 
tain operator* try to do it but dur­ 
ing rush hours their eiforts are not 
strenuous and the results are always 
bad. 
“ Dr. John S. Fulton, the 
State 
Health Officer of Maryland is done 
with temporizing. 
He has put the 
common soda 
water glass 
out of 
M arvland and using the authority 
given him by law he has addressed 
an order to druggists 
and proprie­ 
tor* of all places where soda water 
and soft drinks are dispensed which 
reads a* follows:

Evans Woollen, state fuel adminis­ 
trator. Woollen will announce, soon, 
the appointment of county fuel ad ­ 
ministrators. 
In some of the larger 
counties it may be necessary to name 
more than one administrator, but in 
the main, the county will be taken as 
the unit for the state organization. 
Each county 
administrator 
will 
name an advisory board, the mem­ 
bers of which will be passed upon by 
the state fuel administrator and an 
earnest effort will be made to have 
the organization in 
working order 
within the next ten days. 
The Coun­ 
ty Councils of Defense and the com­ 
mercial 
organizations 
already are 
being called 
upon to submit 
their 
recommendations for the county fuel 
administrator. 
These recommenda­ 
tions, it is hoped, will be in Wool­ 
len’s office on his return from W ash­ 
ington, where he is at present to a t­ 
tend the conference of the state fuel 
administrators. 
Mr. Woollen asked to be declined 
from outlining the details of policies 
which he may follow as the supreme 
authority on the coal situation in In­ 
diana, saying 
that he was in the 
midst of going over the various in­ 
structions and rulings sent out from 
the office of the national fuel admin- 
t Bator, and had not had time to ap ­ 
ply himself to the details of policy. 


It is pointed out that Mr. Wooll­ 
en’s task deals first with the distri­ 
bution of fuel. He has nothing to do 
with the production problems as these 
are handled directly by the national 
pffice here the fuel resources of the 
country will be

They may be concentrated tc 
about one-eighth or one-tenth the orig- 
inal volume, and the concentrated prod- 
uct will contain all of the food value 
and all of the flavor and color of the, 
fresh 
tomatoes. 
The 
concentrated 


product is called tomato paste or Ital- 
ian conserve. The following method oi 
manufacture as recommended by the 
University of California is applicable 
to household conditions and results in 
a product containing all of the value 
of the fresh vegetable: 


Boil the tomatoes until tender. Crush 


thoroughly and pass through a fine| 
sieve or screen to take out the skins. 
and woody portions of the pulp. Place ( 
tbe strained pulp and juice In a shal-j 
low pan and boil down over a slow fire 
to a thick consistency. Donotboilun-j 
til it begins to scorch. Boll down as: 
far as possible without scorching.'

stove, where the heat is not sufficient ' 
to cause the paste to stick to the bot- j 
torn of the pan and scorch. Allow-it I 
to .evaporate under these conditions j 
very slowly until it becomes-very thick) 
and pasty—that' ls,:'until it readies 
about the consistency of peanut butter.

Each county 
administrator 
will 


name an advisory board, the mem- 
bers of which will be passed upon by 
the state fuel administrator and an 
earnest effort will be made to have 
the organization in 
working order 


within the next ten days. The Coun- 
ty Councils of Defense and the com- 
mercial organizations 
already are 


being called 
upon to submit their 


recommendations for the county fuel 
administrator. 
These recommenda- 


tions, it is hoped, will be in Wool- 
len's office on his return from Wash- 
ington, where he is at present to at- 
tend the conference of the state fuel 
administrators. 


Mr. Woollen asked to be declined 


from outlining the details of policies 
which he may follow as the supreme 
authority on the coal situation in In- 
diana, saying 
that he was in the 


midst of going over the various in- 
structions and rulings sent out from 
the.office of the national fuel admin- 
tMtor, and had not had time to ap- 
ply himself to the details of policy.
